“ SUPERVISORS OF ELECTION. 


Duties of These Officials Under the 

Law. 

The following. is a résumé of the duties. 
required by law of the Federal Supervisors 
of Elections: 

Sections 2016 to 2020 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States require, 
among other things, that the Supervisors of 
Election shall attend the polling places in 
their respective precincts, where a dele- 
gate or Representative in Congress is to be 
voted for, to preserve order and to 
challenge all persons not registered as re- 
quired by law, or otherwise not qualified to 
vote; to keep a list of the names of persons 
so challenged and as to whether the voter 
was sworn in or not, and to report the 
same to the Chief Supervisor of Elections 
for the judicial district in which they may 
serve; and also ail facts pertaining to the 
conduct of said Board of Election as to the 
fairness of the sume or otherwise. 

Also, to report all interference with said 
supervisors in the discharge of their re- 
spective duties as such from any and all 
persons whatever in the way of threats, 
violence, intimidation of bribery; and to 
promptly report to the chief supervisor any 
and all offenses indicated above in the dis- 
charge of their respective duties as such 
Supervisors of Elections, as provided by law.

Statements of the Parents, the Girl 
Herself and the Teacher—A 
Peculiar Case in Many 

Respects. 


INJURED. 


Parents in the neighborhood of the Chest- 
nut-street schuol, in East Los Angeles, are 
somewhat worked up over the treatment of 
a little 7-year-old daughter of J. A. Nichol, 
a poor carpenter at No. 264 West Walnut 
street, at the hands of Miss Henderson, 
principal of the Chestnut-street schvol. 

A TIMEs reporter visited” the home of 
little Anna Nichol yesterday afternoon and 
intreduced himself to the mother, who, on 
learning his business, was not at all back- 
w.rd about taiking. 

“Yes, sir,” said she, “my little daughter 
has been injured so seriously that I fear she 
will be acrippie forlife. We have had two 
doctors to see her, and neither of them seem 
to knowexactiy what the trouble is, al- 
though both say it was caused by a hurt of 
some kind. She has not been abie to use 
her right arm since the 14th of this month, 
when Miss Henderson, who was correcting 
her, caught her by the shoulders and gave 
her such a severe shaking that her poor l[it- 
tle back was aimost broken. 

“Anna was then put in a closet and kept 
there until the noon recess, when she was 
allowed to come home, and she has not been 
able to go to school since——”’ 

“No, aud she will never go to Miss Hen- 
derson’s school again,” chipped in the 
father, who was present. 

‘*No, she will never set foot in that school 
as long as Miss Henderson is teacher,” con- 
tinued the mother. “But hera is Anna, and 


you can see what a condition she is in,” 


and the little girl, whois a sickly child, was 
brought forward, 

The child’s right arm hargs limp by. her 
side, and she cannot lift it without the as- 
sistance of her left hand, and then it gives 
her intense pain at the shoulder. It is 
evident that the shou'der was not disio- 
cated, and how-she could have been 80 
seriously injured is a mystery. 

“What were you doing to cause the 
teacher to punish you?” asked Tue Times

She then made 
me go ia the closet and remain there until 
school was out. I don’t know how long I 
was there. My shoulder did not hurt me 
until my teacher took hold of me. No, she 
pever whipped me and never scolded me 
much.”

Rey. J. C. Fletcher isa clergyman 
who resided for many yearsat Na- 
ples, in which Italian city, famed for 
its sunny skios, he was correspondent 
of the New York Evangelist. He bas 
now fixed hisresidence in Los Angeles, 
whence he writes to the journal men- 
tioned a letter from which we make 
thefollowing extract.

GEN. GRIERSON RECOMMENDS 
SEA-COAST GARRISONS. 


He States That There is Now Little 
Use for Territorial Posts— 
The San Pedro 
Station. 


By Teleqraph to the Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] In his annual report 
upon the operations of the Army in 
the Department of Arizona, Gen. 
Grierson, commanding, says, now that 
Forts MeDowell and Verde have been 
abandoned with a view to their early 
transfer to the Interior Department 
for Indian school purposes, the author- 
ities should consider the advisability 
of reducing with the least possible de- 
lay the number of Indians in the vicin- 
ity of the San Carlos agency by thé re- 
moval of the Yuma and Mojave In- 
dians to those reservations. Keeping 
so-many Indians at San Carlos is detri- 
mental to their advancement and 
tends to the renewal of old feuds. 
White men have taken up nearly al) 
the hunting and grazing grounds of 
the peaceable Yavapai indians in the 
Cataract cafion, Arizona, and these 
Indians have become exasper- 
ated to such degree that 
trouble is likely to arise at any time. 
herefore Gen. Grierson recommends 
that “Black Tank,” their hereditary 
winter camp, taken from them by white 
mén two years ago, be restored; that 
their reservation be enlarged, defined 
and their title made good. 

The report says that recent surveys 
have shown that a railroad can be con- 
structed throughout the Grand Cajfion 
of the Colorado at a feasible cost, and 
liberal encouragement should be given 
by the Government to hasten its com- 
pletion and open up that famous won- 
derland now beyond thereach of many. 
Gen. Grierson disapproves of the prop- 
osition, made by the Indian Inspector, 
to organize a regiment of Indians, as a 
dangerous experiment. The posts at 
Forts Lowell, Grant and Bayard, says 
the general, can be abandoned without 


_.| detriment.to the service, and such 


troops stationed there as cannot be pro- 
vided for in New Mexico and Arizona 
may be removed elsewhere.... The post 
at Fort Union could be abandoned at 
once by transferring the troops of the 
Seventy-sixth Cavairy to Fort Win- 
gate, Company C of the Tenth Infantry 
to Fort Marcy, and Company H of that 
regiment to Fort Stanton. 

Gen. Grierson renews the recom- 
mendation that the present military 
reservation at San Pedro, Cal.,. be en- 
larged, as it 1s the most available 


place for a harbor adjacent to Los; 


Angeles. 

The small, poorly-situated post of 
San Diego, Cal., should be disposed of 
and a suitable reservation obtained 
without delay, in order that a. large 
post may be permanently established 
at that important seaport, and facil- 
ities afforded fer the proper fortifica- 
tion of Point Loma. The best site is 
at North Island and the peninsula on 
the east side of the bay entrance. 
Gen. Grierson says that Congress 
should make liberal appropriations for 
the purchase of such tracts and the 
construction of a permanent post for 
the accommodation of troops now at 
island posts, where they are no longer 
needed, and which must soon be 
abandoned. Railroads obviate the ne- 
cessity for keeping so many troops in 
the ‘Territories, where hardsliips and 
privations have been endured, and 
they should be concentrated on the sea 
co here they can be made com- 
foftable, instructed and disciplined. 
In view of the recent unwarranted at- 
tempt to grasp Lower California from 
Mexico the present time is auspicious 
for the establishment of these perma- 
nent posts. ; 

The General speaks with satisfaction 
of the marked improvement in the con- 
dition of the Indians of the White 
Mountain Reservation and recommends 
that they havea separate agency and 
that a good school be established at 
fort Apache. 

Gen. Grierson says that the Jicaril- 
las still attached to the Ute agency 
should have a separate agent; that 
Barthboldi, the agent, spends his time 
with the Utes seeking to accomplish 
their removal. 
the former agent, who converted the 
Ute reservation into a cattle range and 
seized Jicarilla forthe same purpose, 
is the enemy of the Indians and should 
have nothing to do with either agency.

CHEERING THE MARKHAM ROSE, 


Tulare Turns Loose With Wild En- 
thusiasm and Gives the Next 
Governor a Greeting He 
Will Remember. 


TULARE, Oct, 25.—[Staff Corres- 
pondence of Tne Times.)

Some blocks from 
the station the train was halted and a 
line of march taken up through the 
priucipal streets by fours, the tall 
colonel at the right of the line, with 
the press contingent acting as a rear 
guard.

A FORTY TON ROCKER, 


The Wonderfally Balanced Stone Found 
f in a Sullivan County Valley. : 

Perhaps one of the most interesting 
objects in picturesque Sullivan county, 
New York state, is the ‘‘Rocking Stone” 
on the farm of Joseph McLanuty, two 
miles west of the county site, Monticello, 
on the old Newburg and Cochecton turn- 
pike. In the center of a rather demure 
looking stone wall, of which it is a part, 
stands a rock whose history is as yet un- 
written, and lies buried with the dead. 
of many generations. The farm within 
the boundaries of which it rests is in a 
valley at an elevation of some 1,800 feet 
above the level of the sea, forming in 
consequence a most appropriate pedestal 
on which to stand. 

At first sight it probably would not 
attract nore than a passing notice, but 
it is when a second and closer observa- 
tion is made that the wonderful and 
delicate hand of nature is seen, both in 
its composition and smoothly chiseled 
sides. In size it is nearly 500 cubic feet, 
shaped very much like an orange, and 
weighing 80,000 pounds, or forty tons, 
and so nicely balanced on a table of

either the north or south side, yet the 
combined strength of a hundred men, 
without artificial appliances, could not 
dislodge it from its present position.

“Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints,’’ as the Mormons call themselves, 
have been tauuting the United States in the 
same way. They have all the time insisted 
that no monogamic people could be vir 
tuous, that in ‘celestial marriage” only 
could humanity do its prettiest. 

They have yiejded at last. Swearing 
they would ne’er submit they submitted, 
and at the last semi-annual conference of 
the church, held in Salt Lake City in early 
October, the Tabernacle full of saints, 
10,000 or more, unanimously voted to aban 
don polygamy, und “thereafter to obey in 
spirit and in letter the laws of the United 
States.” It was a bitter pill, and to their 
credit be it said they did not attempt to 
disguise that fact. “It goes against the 
grain,” said George Q. Cannon, one of the

July 12, 1843, according to Joseph Smith, 
the voice of the Lord commanded him to 
write that famous revelation beginning: 
“Verily thus saith the Lord unto you my 
servant Joseph, that inasmuch as you 
have inquired at my hand to know wherein 
I the Lord justified my servants Abra 
ham, Isaac and Jacob, as also Moses and 
David and Solomon my servants, as touch 
ing the principle and practice of their hav. 
ing many wives and concubines, behold 
and lo, I am:the Lord and will answer 
thee as touching this matter.” 

And when he got orders to spread the 
doctrine he was, he adds, so horrjfied that 
he mounted his horse and fled; but when 
he got on the hilleast of Nauvoo a mighty 
angel stood in the way with a drawn sword 
and menaced his life. So he went back and 
was “sealed” to Olive Frost and Eliza 
Snow and the Widow Fuller and nobody 
knows how many more, but when he 
sought Nancy Rigdon and Martha Brother’ 
ton they “gave the whole snap dead 
away,’’ and there was a row in the church 
It was smoothed over, the Apostles were 
first converted, and Brigham Young took 
three extra wives asasterter. Then Joseph 
Smith tried to capture the wife of William 
Law, and there was another row; Smith 
was lodged ina Gentile jail, and there was 
murdered by a mob with his brother Hy 
rum on the 27th of June, 1544. 

The Mormons then put forth a circular 
denying the existence of polygamy among 
them, and continued to repeat this deniaj 
for nine years after the revelation. All 
this time they were extending the prac 
tice. But when their envoys had convinced 
President Fillmore that there was na 
polygamy in Utah, and he had appointed 
Brigham Young governor, they came out 
with the truth in September, 1852. So

Handling Molten Metal. 

In a car wheel foundry in Detroit a 
very ingenious system for handling the 
molten metal from the cupolas to the 
flasks, and carrying the wheels to and 
from the soaking pits, has been intro- 
duced. The work is done by machinery 
entirely, a series of overhead trolleys 
moved by a wire rope connection carry- 
ing the ladles, flasks and wkecls. The

Admiration and Awe That a Little Trav- 
el Prodaces Among Playmates. 

Is he really a hero? Boys from 10 to 
15 years of age have a great admiration 
for a boy near their own age who has 
seen something of the world, and it 
makes little difference whether the per- 
sonal appearance of the world worn boy 
is in his favor or not. In fact, the rough-

Over on the North Side is a youth 
about 16 that the boys swear by. They 
acknowledge he is differeng in appear- 
ance from well brought up. boys, but ‘‘he 
was in the navy, and they wear shirts 
open at the throat there, and that was 
where he was tattooed.

One of the boys has been 
taken with cramps in swimming, and I 
can’t bring him to.” He pointed with

After the first shock it needed only a 
second glance to see that a doctor’s ser- 
vices must be secured at once.

INSURANCE RATES 


May Take a Further Tumble 
In Pasadena. 


THE REASON FOR IT 


Specifications Prepared for the 
Alarm System—Notes and Com-« 
ment — News Served in 
Smali Morsels. 


The insurance rates have come down, 
and a further drop may be expected as 
soon as the fire alarm system is intro- 
duced. FF. A. Harnden, who addressed 
the Council Monday night, stated that 
the Pacific Union has made the present 
drop, not on account of the proposed 
introduction of the alarm system, but 
because of the recent valuable improve- 
ments in the city in the way of new 
water supply and additional hydrants. 

A meoting of the insurance men was 
held at the office of Cooley & Doolittle 
Monday evening, at which Mr. Harn- 
den was present. The following boun- 
daries were agreed upon as including 
the district where the reduced rates 
will be in effect: Villa street on the 
north, Los Robles avenue on the east, 
Center, Glendale and Elevado streets 
on the south and Pasadena avenue on 
the west. According to the new rates 
one exposure is charged instead of 
two, and where a building has but one 
exposure the rate is reduced from 40 to 
20 cents. This applies to detached 
buildings. There has been a general 
drop in the rates on business blocks, 
except in avery few cases where 
slight advance has been made. A 
movement is now on foot among the 
jnsurance men to have the district en- 
-Jarged and a further decrease made in 
the rates in view of the soon-to-come 
electric alarms.

No other State government 
that I know of has adopted this plan 
as yet and I hope I have not wearied 
your readers in attempting to show 
what desirable places from a legal 
standpoint California and Pasadena 
are to build in.”

The National Association of Build- 
ers has tried \to have a universal form 
assed, but no definite conclusion has 
en arrived at.
